cidedly in words like these: "it being the 
l»w o( tho United States to maintain gold 
and gilvr-r on a par with each other up oa tfap 
present legal ratio," instead of sayius: "It 
being ths established policy of the Unite,-.! 
States to maintain the two metals on a par 
with eaeh other n'pon the presRn'. ratio, or 
soeh ratio as mny be provided by law." 
The bill/it pa-sod, will hare* benign effect 
opoti the cbantrj at large, wo believe, and 
will be seen in ihe advauos of prices andiu 
»DO-ense<1 bnsiness aclivity. 
It .will nUo 


make a difference in the coming year of more 
tban two million dollars in favor .of the sil- 
ver urn** o< Utah; and whila it 19 not all 
wew.iuld wish it to be, it ia certainly the 
beginning of a glorious end, which shall 
be the complete triumph ol silver. 


HAIL, 'SENATOR JONES. 


The Aastin Keveille Buys: 
A dispatch dated "Washington, July 11, 9 


A. M., to tbe'Raveille, annonnces the glori- 
ous news that the conference report was 
adopted in the Senate by a very large ma- 
jority, and will beoome a law.

The House 
of Representatives oould not deny admis- 
sion to a member from Nevada, even 
though he had received only 125 votes in 
•>tead of 12,500.
